Coahoma  Community  College  celebrated  its  newest  addition  to  the  campus  when  the 
New  Assembly  Building  opened  for  public  use. 

The  1993  CCC  graduating  class  was  the  first  class  to  graduate  in  the  new  facility.  On 
Saturday,  May  15,  the  long-time  dream  of  the  CCC  faculty,  Staff,  and  administration 
came  to  fruition. 

Facing  Friars  Point  Road  and  adjacent  to  the  current  Administration  Building,  the 
facility  stands  just  in  front  of  the  Zee  A.  Barron  Student  Union. 

The  $3.5  million  structure  houses  38,000  square  feet  in  its  coliseum-like  atmosphere. 
Fixed  seating  in  the  facility  is  2,250,  with  an  additional  1,800  stationary  seating  to 
make  a  capacity  seating  measure  of  4,000. 

Some  of  the  state-of-the-art  features  will  include  a  Press  Box  for  sporting  events,  a 
sound  and  lighting  booth  for  entertainment  events,  a  special  covering  to  protect  the 
hardwood  basketball  court  when  the  main  floor  area  is  needed  for  other  events, and  a 
premier  cooling  and  heating  system  that  regulates  itself  in  several  various  areas  so  as  to 
be  energy  and  cost  efficient.

"Each  of  us  is  a  divine  original;  each  of  us  is  an  individual," 
lauded  Susan  L.  Taylor,  Editor-in-Chief  of  Essence  Magazine  as 
she  spoke  to  nearly  3,500  students,  faculty  and  staff,  and  guests 
of  Coahoma  Community  College  and  Agricultural  High  School 
in  the  First  Annual  Academic  Pep  Rally  held  in  September. 

Taylor's  visit  was  initiated  by  the  Student  Affairs  Division  and 
Dean  Claudia  Gooden.  The  event  was  made  possible  by  funding 
from  the  CCC-AHS  Lyceum  and  Cultural  Arts  Project. 

"We  have  to  be  about  what  we  are  not  doing,  and  that  is 
Critical  Thinking,"  added  Taylor  to  her  Delta  audience.  "What 
separates  the  'haves'  from  the  'have  nots'  is  Information  and 
Education.  And  discipline  is  the  key  to  success." 

Approximately  500  students  from  area  elementary  and  high 
schools  in  Clarksdale  and  Quitman,  Tunica,  and  Tallahatchie 
counties  were  guests  of  CCC-AHS  and  had  the  opportunity  of 
hearing  Taylor's  motivational  comments. 

Gooden  said  the  academic  pep  rally  "exceeded  any  expecta- 
tions" she  and  her  Student  Affairs  staff  had  imagined. 

"We  wanted  to  Focus  directly  on  students  the  first  six  or  seven 
weeks  of  school.  We  wanted  them  to  be  motivated,  not  only  by 
clubs  and  organizations,  but  by  academics."  Future  academic 
pep  rallies  are  definitely  in  CCC  plans.

Labeled  "District  Devel- 
opment Meetings,"  the  gath- 
erings were  designed  to  bring 
Citizen's  together  to  identify 
and  seek  solutions  to  major 
issues  confronting  their  com- 
munities. 

Similar  meetings  were 
also  held  in  the  southern, 
central  and  northern  sections 
of  the  congressional  district. 

"We  didn't  come  here  to 
grind  any  axes.  We're  here  to 
equip  the  people  of  this  dis- 
trict with  the  resources  and 
knowledge  so  they  can  begin 
solving  their  own  problems," 
Thompson  said. 

Poverty  in  the  Delta  is  one 
issue  that  Thompson  said 
needs  to  be  addressed  and 
corrected. 

"I  believe  the  people  of  this  district  are  sick  and  tired  of  being  sick  and  tired  of  poverty,"  he  said. 

Six  other  major  issues  confronting  the  district  were  targeted  by  "out  reach"  forums  conducted  by  Thompson's  staff  last  summer. 
They  are: 

—  Agriculture. 

—  Business  and  Community  Development. 

—  Crime. 

—  Education. 

—  Health  Care. 

—  Housing. 

Those  who  attended  the  meeting  divided  into  committees  for  separate  discussion  of  issues  within  their  respective  counties. 

Individual  committees  were  formed  for  Coahoma,  Panola,  Quitman,  Tallahatchie  and  Tunica  counties. 

The  five  counties  represent  the  northern  region  of  the  2nd  Congressional  District. 

Committee  members  will  now  begin  assessing  community  needs;  seeking  input  from  the  community  in  each  issue  area;  developing  action  plans  to 

resolve  problems;  and  implement  the  plans  of  action. 

A  complete  list  of  county  committee  members  for  the  northern  2nd  district  region  will  be  supplied  by  Thompson's  office  in  the  near  future.

Senior  of  the  School  of  Landscape  and  Architecture  at  Missis- 
sippi State  University  presented  their  semester-long  projects  re- 
cently to  administration  and  guests  of  Coahoma  Community 
College  along  with  community  leaders  in  Coahoma  County. 

The  student  projects  focused  on  upgrading  and  renovating 
several  areas  in  Coahoma  County  besides  the  community  college  in 
order  to  promote  tourism. 

A  year  ago,  CCC  and  MSU  teamed  up  for  a  very  successful 
landscaping  plan  for  the  college.  Now  that  project  goes  one  step 
further,  utilizing  the  college  and  many  aspects  of  the  Delta  in 
Clarksdale  and  Coahoma  County  to  encourage  tourism. 

MSU  students  were  divided  into  teams  focusing  on  the  following 
areas:  CCC  campus,  Clarksdale,  Friars  Point,  and  a  multimodal 
trail  to  link  all  three  areas. 

The  students  developed  an  entire  marketing  plan  to  promote 
tourism  in  Coahoma  County  entitled  "The  Delta  Essence." 

"The  Delta  Essence"  marketing  plan  includes  a  logo  design 
complete  with  T-Shirts  and  banners,  actual  mock-up  plans  of 
multimodal  trails,  land  usage  in  all  areas  for  special  theme  and 
recreational  parks,  removation  of  historical  buildings  and  entire 
city  areas,  etc. 

The  CCC  and  Coahoma  County  visitors  were  introduced  to  the 
short  term  and  long  term  plans  of  the  tourism  venture,  noting  some 
portions  of  the  overall  project  can  be  implemented  immediately 
and  rather  inexpensively,  while  other  long  term  suggestions  can  be 
focused  on  in  20-25  year  period.

The  U.S.  Department  of  Education  has  awarded  Coahoma  Community  College  $846,079  in  federal  funds  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1994, 
announced  Charles  Reid,  Vice-President  of  Institutional  Advancement  and  Federal  Programs. 

The  monies  came  under  the  special  program  of  "Strengthening  Black  College  and  University  Programs  Designed  to  Improve  Academics, 
Administration,  and  Student  Support  programs." 

The  CCC  Federal  Programs  Office,  under  the  direction  of  Reid,  submitted  data  in  the  form  a  comprehensive  development  plan 
concerning  specific  programs  which  are  eligible  for  federal  funds.

From  the  1992  CCC  men's  team,  the  Tigers  return  one 
sophomore.  Tommy  Mumford  will  start  as  forward.  One  of  the  leading  scorers  from  last  year's  team,  Mumford  is  being  counted  on  by  his  coach  to 
pump  up  the  other  fourteen  (14)  players.

Roach  in  Charge 
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Kwanzaa,  Celebrated  December  26- January  1 

Coahoma  Community  College  English  Department  sponsored  a  dual  pro- 
gram focusing  on  traditional  celebrations  of  Christmas  and  Kwanzaa. 

Each  year  the  Black  Community  celebrates  Kwanzaa  from  Dec.  26- Jan.  1,  as 
an  affirmation  of  cultural  self-determination. 

Created  by  Maulana  Karenga,  Ph.D.  in  1966,  the  celebration  is  the  only 
nationally  recognized  African-American  non-heroic,  non-religious  community 
celebration  emphasizing  Traditional  Spirit  of  African  Communalism. 

Kwanzaa  is  not  a  Black  Christmas  substitute;  neither  is  it  an  African  holiday 
celebrated  on  the  continent  with  the  same  symbols,  practices,  or  principles. 

Home  decorations  using  Black,  Red,  and  Green  are  prepared.  The  Nguzo 
Saba  (Seven  Principles)  and  the  Traditional  Kwanzaa  Symbols  which  repre- 
sented the  concepts  and  practices  are  prominently  displayed. 

At  the  evening  meal,  the  family  comes  together  to  light  a  candle  and  speak  the 
Nguzo  Saba  principle  for  the  day. 

On  Dec.  3 1 ,  a  Karamu  (feast)  is  held  for  all,  family  and  friends,  complete  with 
singing,  drumming,  dancing,  and  lots  of  food. 

January  1  is  devoted  to  the  Watoto  (children);  they  are  rewarded  with  Zowadi 
(gifts)  for  the  good  deeds  performed  during  the  year.  One  or  two  small 
meaningful  gifts  may  be  given  during  the  days  of  Kwanzaa,  however,  this 
optional,  parents  and  adults  may  receive  gifts,  also.
